But on tho 10th inst. the 
two parties came to actual warfare. 
Two or three days before the outbreak:

Aaiia people firing on three men who were 
qmiefcly gathering food. One of the men, 
was killed, and. according to the Sa- 
moau custom, instantly decapitated.

The firing brought 
more of the government supporters to 
the rescue, and a sharp skiinuisa ensued, 
resulting in one of the rebels being killed 
and six wounded. 


The wounded of the government party 


were brought to Apia, where thev were 
cared for by mem tars of the London 
Missionary society. Two wounded rebels 
were looked after in tlieiir own district 
by the same body. 


A c, station, of hostilities for a day 


took place, but much excitement was 
caused by the news tha.t the people of 
Atua, who sympathized with those of 
A.ana, intended to attack Apia. 


At this juncture the consuls issued a

BELGIAN PRISONS. 


Gouihtontent an It is ISnforued 


Upon Thel!1 liuimtos. 


The second method of inflicting 


irksome and moie or loss prolonged 
imprisonment is clunned by thobu 
who piaofcico it to lie tho most con 
Bistont and the most largely effective 
of all penal systems 
It is seen at its 


best in Belgium, a small, compact 
and prosperous country, which IMS 
fcpared no pmus or outlay in port' eet- 
ing its prison arrangements, and 
which is held up by some as a model 
for universal imitation. There is 
nothing novel in the disciplinary 
methods of Belgium. They may 
have. improved upon the original in- 
vention, but that was first seen iu the 
Quaker state of Pennsylvania at the 
commencement of the present cen- 
tury. Solitary confinement, as then 
advised,, caused much controversy, 
but the' system was as warmly de- 
fended as it wa« strongly condemned, 
and it was adopted wholly or in part 
by many of the countries in the old 
world. As it exists today in Belgi- 
um, in Holland aud iu France, where 
it has but recently been introduced, 
it has lost -toothing of, but rather 
gained iu, that peculiar form of 
severity which originally produced 
such aa outcry against it. The iso- 
lation ia complete and continuous. 


Tho inmates of a prison never see 


each other. Their only human in- 
tercourse is with the officials, the 
governor, the chaplain, schoolmaster, 
trade instructors, who visit them, 
but cannot be called companions. 
Closely hooded when at large, exer- 
cising strictly itlone in a small, trian- 
gular slice of yard, hearing divine 
service through the open cell door, 
cut off from all and everything but 
their ghostly advisers iind taskmas- 
ters, th(j Belgian prisoner thus spends 
any period of incarceration up to 10 
years. After that he is permitted to 
pass into association if he pleases 
and if he has sufficient wit left in his 
poor addled brains to make the 
choice. Tha curious visitor will find 
constantly in the great prison of 
Ghent a ward full of imbeciles, the 
degenerate products of a strictly en- 
forced, unduly prolonged solitary 
system.— North Amurican Review.

In my own experience I have rare- 


ly, if ever, found an egg the shell of 
which was iu the slightest degree uii- 
syrnmetrical, that has been channeled 
at one end or having an irregular 
zone around the middle, to produce a 
chicken. The occurrence of two ova 
in the same egg is by uo means un- 
common. It results from excessive 
feeding, and rarely, if ever, occurs in 
a state of nature. I have known two 
perfect birds, both • chicken and pi- 
geon, produced from such an egg, 
but the more general result is that 
the two ova, being developed togeth- 
er, coalesce, possibly from want of 
room to develop in the confined space, 
and thus arises the presence of two 
headed, of six or eight limbed mon- 
sters, which are much more frequent 
in fowls than iu any other animals 
whatever. I havo from time to time 
forwarded specimens of thesa abnor- 
malities: to the museum of the Col- 
lege ofr-Surgeons, whore they may be 
seen by those who are interested in 
the subject. — Correspondence Na- 
ture.

See the wonderful pros- 
perity of tho protected manufacturing 
interests and then tho steadily increasing 
depression in agriculture, and say if you 
think it wise or patriotio or eveu fair to 
so enhance the prices of things the latter 
must, buy, oven for tho sake of general 
prosperity. The country is indeed pros- 
perous, but the farmer has generally to 


3 away from homo to see evidences of iL 
"I am not unmindful of the argu- 


ments of the manufacturers. They em- 
ploy large numbers. So do we—half of 
Sho population of the United States. 
They havo reduced their price* So have 
we, in wheat to a lower figure than has 
been known in a hundred years, aud to 
scarcely two-thirds of the price of 1.0 
years ago, and so, too, has all the world 
reduced its prices where legislation has 
uot prevented, 


"They pay better wages than does the 


old world. So do\ve, two or three timee 
over, but we have never imagined it due 
to protection. We have supposed that 
our higher wages were due to our better 
opportunities.

Lot us see if we have- the necessary 


ilata for ascertaining what this solar ma- 
terial must be. We' arc first confronted. 
With tho fundamental question as to 
whether it is likely to bo composod of 
elements found ou tho oarth. There was 
a time no doubt when it might have 
beeu urged that in all probability the. 
eolar elements vrers: so for different, bom 
any bodies known to terrestrial chemists 
that tho solar clouds muse be constituted 
of something altogether; beyond our cog- 
uixance. But- this view cannot bo sus- 
tained in the present; state of science. 


Nothing is more romorkablo in the re- 


cent advaneo of knowledge than the 
clear demonstration of thfl fundamental 
vmity between the elements present in 
the celestial bodies and those elements 
of which the oarth is composed. It is no 
doubt true that wo have frmud grounds 
for believing that there may bo one or 
two elements in tho sun which we do not 
find hero. 


We have indeed assigned to these 


dimly discerned elements tho hypothet- 
ical names of coronimn and helium. 
But even if snch bodies, exist at all they 
are certainly wanting hi the essential 
qualities that must be attributed to any 
element which purports, to be the active 
component of the phot'osphoric clouds. 
There cannot be a reasonable doubt that 
the sun is mainly composed of elements 
both well known and abundant on the 
earth. It ie clearly among these known 
bodies that it is our duty to searoh for 
the characteristic pJioto^pheric material. 


As the terrestrial clouds consist of 


water they are derived uol/ from a sim- 
ple element, but from a composite body 
formed of the gases—oxy^cji and hydro- 
gen. The multitude of composite bodies 
is, of course, innumerable, and the task 
of searching for the solar constituents 
would therefore seom 1:0 be an endless 
one, unless wo wera in some way en- 
abled to restrict tho field of inquiry. 
This is just what tlie vast temperature 
of tlie stui permits us to da It is well 
known that- at a heat restein'bliug that at 
which tho photosphere is maintained 
chemieal compounds caimot in general 
axist. Ordinary chemical compounds ex- 
posed to temperatures of such elevation 
are instantly resolved into their elemen- 
tary component 
It its thus manifest 


that in the endeavor to fine! tho photo- 
dphcric material we hare not to scan tho 
illimitable field of chemieal compounds. 
We have only to consider the several 
elementary bodies themselves, 


Thns at once tho research is narrowed 


to a choice among sorue(i4 different ma- 
terials, this being about tho nntnber of 
the different elementary bodies. Most of 
them have already been actually de- 
tected in tho sun, aud it is very likely 
that, tho others do really cxiat there also 
in some part or other of the suu's mighty 
volume.—Sir Robert Ball iu Fortnight- 
ly Review.

Every sheet of paper must be 
accounted for, and if a single stamp 
be imperfect or imperfectly printed 
tho whole sheet containing the do; 
feetive stamp must bo sent to Wash- 
ington for examination and destruc- 
tion. From 8,000,000 to 5,000,000 of 
stamps are thus sent to Washington 
every week, where they are careful- 
ly counted, checked off and burned.

Salvation In St. Louis. 


The Salvation Army in St. Louis is 


holding a series of clarions meetings. The 
intention is to establish an industrial 
home tin-re similar to those already in 
operation in Great Britain and else- 
where. The soldiers have a strange way 
of Beginning their home. The design is 
to have wluit will practically be a train- 
ing and trade school where street urchins 
and homeless youngsters may be taken 
in, housed and taught useful triules. It 
will be the only way to stop tun supply 
of criminals, if they are ever to he 
stopped, cutting off the brook before it 
reaches the full river. 


At the headquarter* of the army in St. 


Louis the soldiers begin -with soug, dram 
and fife. The sound attracts the multi- 
tude to the rooms. Then there is speak- 
ing, with more brass band work, and 
singing and praying. At a meeting not 
long since a waiter notified that he had 
been hopefully converted. He sang a 
song of his own composition, which 
made up perhaps in sentiment what it 
lacked in feense. It informed the au- 
dience that under the waiter's jacket 
and apron they would find a blue uni- 
form so true. He did not tell the au- 
dience, however, whether, since his con- 
version, he bad been blessed with better 
eyesight, so as to be able to see both the 
people who tipped him and those v,-ho 
did not. That would be the true test of 
a converted waiter. And if he refused 
any tip at all then we would be sure of 
the saving grace. 


At tho close of the speaking the Salva- 


tion brethren, at their headquarters be- 
gin industrial work, each at whatever 
trade he has earned. A carpenter be- 
gins with piano and barnmer; the plas- 
terer daubs on mortar; tlie dressmaker 
plies her needle; tho milliner trims bon- 
nets; the artificial flower maker fashions 
her wares and sells them in theaudience 
The inevitable collection is taken up, 
and while tho noise and work go on the 
band plays furiously, inspiring the toil- 
ers to still greater effort. As a show 
piece the thing is hard to beat. 


However one tnay disapprove the 


queer methods of the Salvation Army, 
it is certain that the soldiers are today 
reaching more people in the slums, more 
social outcasts and criminals, than any 
other agency has been able to do. How 
far they can be permanently held under 
the reforming influences of course re- 
mains yet to bo seen. One would like to 
know, for instance, about that waiter— 
whether he really refuses to take tips or 
not.

Shall \Vo Forget. How to Write? 
Dr. Arnold H. Heinemann thinks we 


shall, mostly, and he is rather glad of it. 
He says the time is at hand when we 
shall have typewriters so small, cheap 
and handy that they can be carried in 
the pocket, or at least, if Diet that, they 
will be so common thiit they can be 
hired anywhere. At a hotel, instead of 
pens, ink and paper in the reading room, 
there will be a row of typewriting ma- 
chines, at one of which tho traveler can 
sit down and rattle off a letter in. 10 
minutes that would otherwise require 
half an tour. All children at school 
will be. taught typewriting. Instead of 
spending so many years over then: pen-
